*Motion: (Falsetto, Kelly) "that Cotincil approve the minutes of the meeting 
of September 16th, with the following amendment; On Page two, under 
the Department of Art History, delete the words ‘Special Topics in'

2. Chair Remarks 


Emery noted that the current practice by the Federal Government of 
the imposition of tax due on unsold works, was causing a great deal of hard- 
ship for practicing artists throughout the country. He urged members of 
Council to write letters of protest to Francis Fox urging him to reconsider 
and look into the practice and interpretation of the relevant tax laws. 


With respect to additional space for the studio areas within Fine 
Arts, Emery explained that negotiations were presently taking place regarding 
the leasing of available spaces in the Shuschat Building and premises on 
Guy Street. 


Regarding the composition of the Faculty of Fine Arts Space Committee 
the folldwing motion was put forward; 


*Motion: (Miller, Fox) “that the Drawing and Painting Department have a 
representative on the Faculty Space Committee and propose that 
Prof. P. Landsley be that representative" 


After some discussion surrounding this issue, German noted that 
every Department within the Faculty should be represented on this Committee. 
Miller therefore withdrew his motion and proposed the following; 


*Motion: (Miller, Andrus) "that there be Departmental representation 
on the Faculty Space Committee"

kMotion: (Andrus, Parker) "that Curriculum Report No. 26 Addendum, 


Revision of Topic Course Numbering System, be approved"

With respect to Faculty distribution requirements, Parker explained that 
in April of 1981, because of Government imposed requirements for teacher 
training programs, the Faculty approved curriculum changes within the 
Department of Art Education waiving the requirement of 18 credits to apply 


outside the Faculty. Parker noted that any Department wishing to change 
its distribution requirements should do so through the Faculty Curriculum 
Committee. 

4. Composition of Faculty Registration Committee 


Parker requested Council's approval of the composition of the Faculty 
Registration Committee as proposed by the Task Force on the Student Programme 
Office. 


*Motion: (Byers, Falsetto) "that the three faculty members, as. proposed, 
be nominated from the following areas of the Faculty; one from the 
visual arts, one from the performing arts, and one from an academic 
discipline"

5. Report on the Status of Women 


With respect to the above Report, Emery read the motion adopted by the 
Council of the Faculty of Arts & Science as follows; "A university-wide 
committee of evaluation and implementation including representation from 
Faculty, Staff, Undergraduate and Graduate Students and Part-time Faculty 
be struck. This committee would report directly to the Rector...." 


Sacca noted that if the Faculty of Fine Arts Council was of the same opinion 
then perhaps a similar motion could be adopted. She noted that an in-depth 
discussion of the Report should take place at a special meeting of Council 
reserved for that purpose. The follewing motion was then proposed; 


*Motion: (Sacca, Byers) "move that, as a Faculty, we are aware of the need 
for change in the status of women within this University, and 
move that, the Board of Governors establish and 
provide the necessary support for an Executive Standing Committee to 
be charged with recommending, implementing and monitoring changes 
that, this Committee represent all full-time, 
part-time faculty, full and part-time students, both undergraduate 
and graduate, full and part-time non-academic staff and constitute 
two-thirds women. This Committee to report directly to the Rector" 


CARRIED Unanimously 


*Motion: (Byers, Falsetto) "that an Ad Hoc Committee of this Council be 
struck for the purpose of proposing changes to be made within the 
Faculty of Fine Arts" 


CARRIED 


This Committee to be composed of the following; one staff member, 
One undergraduate student; one graduate student; two full-time faculty 
members and one part-time faculty member. 


Nominations were called for, and the follewing members elected; 


T. Waugh, R. Greenberg, M. Duval, R. Miller, S. Sutherland, S. Borsuk 


Other Business 


As a result of recommendations made regarding Fine Arts needs for computer 
literacy contained in a recent Report of a sub-committee of Senate, it was 
felt that further discussions, at the Departmental level, was needed. In 
order to ensure that the Faculty receive its share of the captial investment 
in computer hardware, Departments must clarify their computer needs and 
implement program changes through the Faculty Curriculum Committee.
